IS FOUND, CONFESSES

Roberts has lost a diamond and pearl 


Got Away to Canada, but Came 
Back with an Elaborate Lie 
to Hide His Crime. 


SHOT HIMSELF FOR PROOF 


After Telling of Being “ Kidnapped” 
He Broke Down and Told the Truth— 
Murdered for Love of an Actress. 


Driven by the strange instinct which 
go often forces a murderer to return to 
the scene of his crime, Augustus Eber- 
hard, the grocer’s assistant, who lured 
his aunt and his fiancée, her daughter 
Ottilie, to a lonely spot near Rochelle 
Park, N. J., last Sunday, shot them both, 
and fled after robbing Mrs. Eberhard's 
body and leaving it on the railroad track 
to be mutilated by a train, came back 
yesterday morning to Paterson and gave 
himself up to the police. He had got 
away and had traveled a thousand miles 
to Chicago. Then he returned with an 
elaborate lie, and finally confessed the 
lie and his crime. 

Apparently he still had hopes of clear- 
ing himself of all suspicion when he re- 
turned. He hid the spoils of his mur- 
der, manufactured a marvellous tale of 
being imprisoned in a cellar by Italians, 
and deliberately shot himself in the leg 
to give color to his yarn. But when he 
was questioned by Public Prosecutor 
Koester his nerve broke down. He de- 
clared that he had shot his aunt and 
tried to murder hig cousin for the sake 
of an actress. 

All the incidents of arrest for murder 
he took with absolute coolness. He led 
the police back to the woods beyond 
Paterson, and showed them where he 
had hidden his aunt’s money and his own, 
and even picked out the fallen tree be- 
neath which he had deposited his clothes. 
He denied absolutely that he had any 
accomplices in the murder, and asserted 
that what he did was on the impulse 
of the momest. Then, apparently com- 
pletely oblivious of the position in which 
he finds himself, he ate a hearty dinner 
and complained bitterly because his cof- 
fee was not sufficiently sweetened. 

Meanwhile, across the street in Hacken- 
sack, from the police station where Eber- 
hard was a prisoner, his cousin, Ottilie 
Eberhard was staying. They did not meet 
and at first Miss Eberhard refused to be- 
lieve that Augustus was really guilty. 
Only when Prosecutor Koester gave her 
the details of the finding of the money 
and the circumstantial aecount of what 
Augustus had done, would she acknowl- 
edge that, he could have been guilty. 

Found on a House Stoop. 


Robert D. La Rue of Little Falls, a vil- 
lage a couple of miles from Paterson, was 
the man to find Eberhard. He saw him 
sitting on the stoop of his house about 6 
o'clock yesterday morning. He was in 
rags, and was nursing his left leg. It was 
torn with a revolver shot, and seemed to 
be badly in need of attention. 

La Rue questioned the man, but he 
would give no account of himself. He 
said he needed assistance and asked that 
a doctor be sent for. La Rue telephoned 
to the Paterson police. Acting Captain 
Perry replied that, as Little Falls was 
outside of the city limits, the man must 
be brought to the boundary. La Rue 
hitched up a horse and drove Eberhard in 
until he was met and taken in custody 
by Policeman Cook. 

“What's your name?” asked Cook. 

“I'm Gus berhard,” the man an- 
swered, and then refused to answer fur- 
ther questions. He was taken to the 
General Hospital to ‘have his wound 
dressed, and was hurried from there to 
Police Headquarters. There hie told a 
remarkable tale. After describing how he 
had induced his aunt and cousin last Sat- 
urday afternoon to take a trip into the 
country toward Rochelle Park, he went 
on: 





Said He’d Been Kidnapped. 


**Coming home, I lost the way. We 
were walking along some railway tracks 
when a heavy storm with frequent flashes 
of lightning broke. All of a sudden I} 
heard a report like a flash coming from 
behind a freight car in the direction of my 
aunt. I saw her fall to the ground and 
then came four more shots. Ottille, my 
cousin, screamed, and I yelled to her to 
run for her life. 

“JT ran, too, but before I had got very 
far I felt a heavy blow on the back of 
my head. When I came to I found myself 
a prisoner in a filthy cellar. I was fn a 
house inhabited by Italians, and they kept 
me there for several days, abusing me and 
feeding me only on stew, sour meat, 
bread, and water. Last night I managed 
to escape through the open door, but they 
fired at me, and hit me in my left leg. 
Since then I've been wandering about in 
Preakness Mountains. I had no money, 
as they had taken from me the $28 I had 
in my pockets, and I don’t clearly remem- 
ber where I have been wandering.”’ 

Prosecutor Koester told Eberhard point 
blank that he did not believe his story, 
but the prisoner for a while stuck to it. 
He was taken before Recorder Carroll, 
charged with being a fugitive from jus- 
tice, and was handed over to the Hacken- 
sack, authorities. 

Breaks Down and Confésses. 


He was brought over to Hackensack in 
an automobile, and was once more ques- 
tioned by Mr. Koester and Chief of Police 
Dunn. Mr. Koester declined yesterday to 
say in what way he managed to break 
down the prisoner's story, but at length 
he prevailed. Suddenly Eberhardt burst 


out: 

“Oh, I'll tell you all. I'll feel better 
after I confess. I killed my aunt with 
one shot. I’m a good shot, and I sent a 
bullet right through her heart. Then I 
shot at my cousin, but the papers were 
wrong about that. They say I fired four 
times, but I only fired three shots. The 
one that clipped her ear went through 
her hat as well, and that’s how they 
made the mistake, I guess, She was too 
far away from me, and it was dark.” 

Then by slow degrees the Prosecutor 
obtained the full story of the murder and 
Eberhard's escape. e declared positive- 
ly that what he did was in no way pre- 
meditated. He had, he said. a friend, an 
actress in New York, and she needed 
money. As he walked along the dark 
railway track, with the coal piles on 
either hand, and the only light coming 
from the occasional flashes of lightning, 
the picture of the girl rose in his mi 
and he remembered that his aunt had

“I went to the ball, at which there 
were considerably over 1,000 guests, 
wearing my collarette and other jewels.

At the 
supper table, where there were ten 
guests, I again took it off, and, as far 
as I can recollect, put it by my plate. 

“ After supper I went toward the ves- 
tibule engaged in conversation. Arrived 
there, I missed my collarette, and re- 
turned at once to look for it. I could 
not find it. I made inquiries, but no 
one had seen it. Carpets were exam- 
ined, the entrance hall inspected, and in- 
quiries made—everything done on the 
spot that could be done, but without 
result. I therefore reported the matter 
to the police, who circulated descrip- 
tions and warned the English and Con- 
tinental pawnbrokers. 

“Perhaps the intrinsic value of the 
collarette is $1,500. Had I lost it in the 
street I should not have cared. I cer- 
tainly care more for feelings of others 
in this matter than for my own loss,”

NORFOLK, VA. MENACED. 


Mimic War Started and Col. Harvey 
Wilson Fears for the Oyster Beds.

NORFOLK, Va., July 23.—Somewhat 
battered during the civil war and the re- 
cent tercentenary exposition at James- 
town this city was prepared for the worst 
this morning at the announcement that an 
attack was being made on the entrance 
to Chesapeake Bay. A fleet of warships 
was reported endeavor.ng to lay low the 
fortifications, and get by the heavy guns 
of Fort Monrce. 

The first news of the invading flee, 
which carries the naval reserves of sev- 
eral States for their Summer practice, 
came from Cape Henry. 

This dispatch was sent to The Norfolk 
Ledger-Dispatch, “of which Col. Harvey 
Wilson is editor: 

“War vessel, under full head of steam, 
sighted in Lynn Haven Bay. She is mov- 
ing in a circle.” 

Col. Wilson wired his correspondent at 
Cape Henry: 

“ Let her spin, but use wireless, and tell 
her not to anchor. She may hurt the 
oyster beds.”’ 

““ Yo’ see,’’ explained Col. Wilson to the 
TIMES correspondent late this afternoon, 
‘we can take the reverses of wars and 
expositions, but if our oyster beds are 
ruined by any such tomfoolery as this 
wouldn't it be awful in September when 
the oyster season begins?"’ 

The attack on the entrance to the Bay 
will be tried several times before the end 
of the week. 


ARREST IN MURTAUGH CASE. 


Trenton Law Clerk Accused of Per- 
jury In Divorc> Suit. 


Herman Horowitz, a law clerk in the 
District Attorney's office at Trenton, N. 
J., Wag arrested yesterday by detectives of 
the Fidelity Secret Service Bureau charged 
with suborning perjury in connection with 
the suit for divorce instituted by Mrs. 
Sarah H. Murtaugh against her husband, 
Richard W. Murtaugh, Superintendent of 
the Amsdell Brewery at Albany, N. Y. 
He consented to waive extradition pro- 
ceedings, and was locked up last night at 
Police Headquarters, 

Mrs. Murtaugh is the wife of the Super- 
intendent of a large Albany brewery. She 
is now living at a hotel in this city. 
She said last night that she was married 
in September, 1884, and brought suit for 
divorce first in 1905. Mr. Murtaugh, she 
declared, afterward instituted a _ suit 
against her to have her adjudged insane, 
but that was dismissed. On account of 
this suit, she said, she has sued the then 
Chief of Police and District Attorney of 
Albany and a lawyer, charging conspir- 
acy. 

Her divorce suit was transferred to this 
county, she said, and she employed a 


Nassau Street lawyer, who had Horowita 
as a helper. Horowitz went to Albany 
to get evidence against Mr. Murtaugh. 
He came back, Mrs. Murtaugh said, with 
an affidavit about her husband’s doings, 
which was met by counter-evidence, and 
he vanished. Private detectives of the Fi- 
ory Secret Service Bureau were put 
on his and the lawyer's trail later by Mur- 
taugh and several others. The two were 
traced to Seattle, Wash. and Horowitz 
was trailed back to New Jersey. He was 
arrested there yesterday by Detectives 
Paul E. Keane and George Huews. °

ROOSEVELT SPURS 
OIL CASE REHEARING 


Orders Attorney General to Con- 
sult with Kellogg and Pro- 
ceed Immediately. 


SAYS GUILT IS CERTAIN 


Announces In a Statement He Will Do 
Everything in His Power to Pre- 
vent Miscarriage of Justice. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 23.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to-night announced in un- 
mistakable terms the determination of 
the Administration to proceed with the 
prosecution of the Standard Oil case, de- 
spite the decision adverse to the Govern- 
ment handed down by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals yesterday. 

This decision, the President thinks, in 
no way affects the merits of the case, 
and he makes known his decision to cause 
the action to be brought again before the 
courts in such shape, if possible, as to 
prevent technicalities interfering with a 


decision based upon the actual issues in- 
volved, The statement in the matter, 


made public to-night by Secretary Loeb, 
follows: 

“The President has directed the Attor- 
ney General to inrmediately take steps 
for the retrial of the Standard Oil case. 
The reversal of the decision of the lower 
court does not in any shape or way touch 
the merits of the case, excepting so far 
as the size of the fine is concerned. There 
is absolutely no question of the guilt of 
the defendants or of the exceptionally 
grave character of the offense. 

“The President would regard it as a 
gross miscarriage of justice if through 
any technicalities of any kind the de- 
fendant escaped the punishment which 
would have unquestionably been meted 
out to any weaker defendant who had 
been guilty of such offense. The President 
will do everything in his power to avert 
or prevent such miscarriage of justice. 
With this purpose In view, the President 
has directed the Attorney General to 
bring into consultation Mr. Frank B. Kel- 
logg in the matter, and to do everything 
possible to bring the offenders to jus- 
tice.”’ 


WILL ALLEGE MISQUOTATION. 


Petition for Oil Rehearing to Charge 
Incorrect Transcript of Record. 


CHICAGO, July 23.—United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Sims to-day announced 
positively that a petition for a rehearing 
in the case of the Government against 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, de- 
cided adversely to the Government by 
Judgés Grosscup, Bakér, and Séaman, in 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday, wouid be filed. No other 
action will be determined upon until after 
Attorney General Bonaparte has read the 
opinion of the reviewing court. Mr. Sims 
to-day received the following telegram 
from Mr. Bonaparte: 


I feel that you and your assistants have 
done everything possible to protect the In- 
terests of the Government and promote jus- 
tice. I will write fully as soon as the 
opinion comes to hand, 

That the petition for rehearing will lay 
stress on two alleged errors in the quoted 
portions of the opinion of the court is the 
generally accepted opinion of attorneys 
interested in the case.

This from Judge Grosscup's opinion:

Following is the testimony of Bogardus 
before Judge Landis as takén fiom page 
428 of the printed record: 

The witness, in response to questions by 
counsel for the defendant, was permitted by 
the court, over the objection of counsel for 
the United States that the evidence was in- 
competent and immaterial, and merely the 
conclusions of the witness and not the facts, 
to testify as follows: 

‘*During the years I have mentioned, 
(1901-05,) T did not know anything about an 
18-cent per hundred rate on oll over the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad between Whiting 
and East St. Lonis in any tariff whatever. 
My attention had never in any way been 
called to such a rate by any human being, 
or by the examination of any document of 
any kind or character, or otherwise. Dur- 
ing the period of time mentioned it was 
my understanding and belief that this 6- 
cent rate, regarding which I have testified, 
was filed with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission; that understanding and belief 
was based on what I was told tn the Chi- 
cago & Alton office by Mr. Hollands. Dur- 
ing all that period of time tn connection 
with shipment of ol] over the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad by the Standard O11 Com- 
pany of Indiana as its representative In that 
particular work I had no intention to violate 
any lawfully established rate of the Chi- 
cago & Alton Railway Company. During 
all that time I belleved absolutely that [I 
was shipping the oil under a lawfully es- 
tablished and filed rate issued by the Chi- 
cago & Alton Railroad Company." 

The newspapers also print an excerpt 
from the record to show that where Judge 
Grosscup states that Judge Landis re- 
ferred to the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey as no “virgin offender,” 
Judge Landis realty referred to ‘the de- 
fendant,"' namely, the Standard Oi) Com- 
pany of Indiana. 

The two points given, it Is believed, 
will form the ground work of the petition 
for a rehearing.

LIGHTNING KILLS 
SIX MILITIAMEN 


Storm Spreads Havoc and Death 
Among Pennsylvania Guards- 
men at Gettysburg. 


GOV. STVUART’S ESCAPE 


Haspitals Full of the Injured—Death 
and Damage in Wake of 


Storm Here.

GETTYSBURG, Penn., July 23. —Six 
State militiamen are known to have been 
killed to-night and about 800 more or less 
injured by a terrific electrical storm which 
struck Camp Alexander Hays, Jr. There 
are rumors of other men having lost their 
lives. 

Stuart's tent was struck by light- 
ning and he narrowly escaped being killed. 
The camp where the entire militia of the 
State is was thrown into a state of the 
wildest panic while the storm lasted.

Gov. Stuart, Charles N. Mann, member 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Commis- | 
sion; Col. J. Lewis Good of the First In- 
fantry, and Peter Lyle Weaver, a former 
Captain of the First Regiment, a guest 
at division headquarters, were in the 
Governor's tent when the storm broke. 
The First Regimental Band was serenad- 
ing the Chief Executive. A number of 
officers of the First Regiment were in 
Gen. John A. Wiley's' tent, adjoining. <A 
bolt of lightning struck the tent pole, 
shivered it, and ran into the ground. 

Gov. Stuart was seated within five feet 
of the front of the tent. He experienced 
the presence of the electricity and jumped | 
from his seat. The tent pole snapped and 
the front part of the tent fell. Col. Good 
and Mr. Mann jumped to the front of the 
tent, where they were joined by Mr. | 
Weaver. They succeeded in holding the 
pole together, and prevented the tent 
from collapsing upon the Governor until | 
details of men arrived and patched up 
the broken pole. 

In another tent fronting on the division 
parade ground was Col. Weaver, Surgeon 
General of the guard. The pole of the 
tent snapped and came down on Col. 
Weaver. He was pinned to the floor for 
almost an hour before rescuing details ar- 
rived. 

Scores of tents were blown down all 
over the entire camp. The regimental hos- 
pitals were crowded with men waiting to 
have their injuries dressed. The entire 
camp is in complete darkness and owing 
to the confusion it is impossible to gain 
definite information as to the extent of 
the damage. The field was inundated. 
Extra sentries were placed about the 
camp and extreme precautions were taken 
to prevent panics of the guardsmen and 
looting of the officers’ tents by outsiders. 

The rain began to fall at 9 o'clock, and 
it was a half hour later when Gov. 
Stuart's tent was struck. 

Major C. C. Wiley, Surgeon of the Sec- 
ond Brigade, was stunned by lightning 
Major Wiley, who comes from Pittsburg 
and who was the principal alientst for the 
defense in the first Thaw trial, was just 
about to board a trolley car when a light- 
ning bolt passed near him. He was 
knocked down and severely shocked. 

The guard tent of the Tenth Infantry 
was blown down, a streak of flame ran 
along the ridge of the tent, split it down 
the middle, and leaped from tent to tent 
down the entire length of C Company 
Street. Forty men, nearly the entire com- 
pany, were injured by the falling tents 
or severely shocked by the lightning. 

The Young Men's Christian Assoclation 
tent, between the First Brigade and Di- 
vision Headquarters, was the refuge of 
hundreds of women and children, who 
found shelter there when the rain first 
began to fall. The centre pole snapped 
under the pressure of the wind, and the 
big circular tent came down upon the 
heads of the terrified women and chil- 
dren. 

There was a panic. The women 
Screamed and fought to make an: exit 
from beneath the fallen canvas with their 
children. They kicked. and scratched. 


More than thirty of the women and chil- 
dren were hurt before the tent was lifted 
from them.

EXPEL EIGHT HAZERS 
FROM WEST POINT 


‘Guilty Cadets Summarily Ordered 
to Leave the Academy After 
an Official Inquiry. 


ANTS USED 


IN TORTURES 





Plebes Compelied to Capture Them by 
the Hundred and Harbor Them 
in Their Lockers. 


Eight West Point cadets, two of them 
first classmen, have been found guilty of 
hazing by a board of officers appointed 
by Col. Hugh L. Scott, Superintendent of 
the United States Military Academy, and 
their dismissal from the academy has 
been recommended to the Secretary of 
War. 

It 1s the first time since the famous 
investigation of hazing at West Point 
some years ago that the authorities there 


have had such a serious situation to 
handle, and it was only after an investi- 
gation that lasted nearly a month that 


the board of officers, of which Lieut. Col. 
Robert Lee Howze, Commandant of Ca- 


dets,, was President, that sufficient evi- 
dence was found to warrant the dismissal 
of the elght cadets who have been or 
dered to their homes. 
The cadets found guilty of hazing and 
recommended for dismissal are: 
WILLIAM T. ROSSELL, Jr.. an honor 
man of the first class and a son of Lieut. 
Col, Rossell, Corps of Engineers, U. S. A. 
HARRY G. WEAVER, first classman, of 
Illinois. , 
GEORGE WASHINSTON CHASE, Jr., 
third classman, of New York, 
JAMES A. GILLESPIE, 
of Pennsylvania. 
BYRON QUIMBY JONES, 
man, of New York.

The plight of the cadets naturally 

caused the greatest excitement among the 
| cadets at West Point, and the ordering of 
}the young men to their homes, there to 

| remain until Gen. Luke E. Wright, the 
new Secretary of War, acts on the rec- 
ommendation of the board that tried 
them, fell like a bombshell in the tented 
village opposite Constitution Island, where 
the cadets are encamped. 

It can be said that never in the his- 
tory of West Point was evidence of 
hazing so carefully and so skillfully con- 
cealed from the authorities as it was in 
this particular case. Even the cadet of- 
ficers were kept out of the secret, while 

| as for the plebes, as the fourth classmen 
|}are called, they all took their medicine 
like men, and it took a month's question- 
ing to get any evidence of value out of 
them.

New Form of Hazing. 


The type of hazing that will go down in 
history as the brand of 1008 had as its 
foundation a new regulation that origi- 
nated in the mind of one of the unfortu- 
nate third classmen, whose fate rests 
with the Secretary of War. This young- 
ster thought it would be great fun if the 
plebes, who entered the Academy about 
three months ago and number about 125, 
were required to “fall in” at the first 
tap of the warning drum, instead of wait- 
ing the five minutes that intervene be- 
tween the beating of the drum and the 
final call known as the “ Assembly.” 

As the recommendation sent to Gen, 
Wright shows, this young third classman 
| found at least two first classmen and five 
|other third classmen who thought the 
same way as he did about the advisabil- 
ity of the plebes falling in promptly. This 
regulation was enforced so secretly that 
| not a single cadet officer knew that any- 
thing was wrong until the news leaked 
out that an investigation was on foot. 

The hazing had been going on a month 
or six weeks before the authorities awoke 
to the fact. Col. Scott is the mildest 
mannered of men, but when it comes to @ 
matter of discipline, there is no officer in 
the army who is more strict. 

Col. Scott decided when he received in- 
formation that the plebes were being 
hazed that it had to stop, and that those 
responsible for the reintroduction of the 
practice should be severely dealt with. 
Accordingly he named a board consisting 
of Col. Howze, Capt. Morton F. Smith, 
Senior Instructor of InfaMtry Tactics; 
Capt. Sharles P. Summerall, Senior In- 
structor of Artillery Tactics; and Capt. 
George 8. Simonds of the Twenty-second 
Infantry as Recorder. No board in the 
history of West Point ever had a harder 
job than did this one to get at the bottom 
of the trouble. 

The plebes were called one by one, and 
although they knew that they were in 
honor bound to answer any question about 
the Academy that the board asked them, 
to a man they decided that the board 
would have to ask the right question first, 
and they acted accordingly. Finally one 
day one of the witnesses said something 
about an ant and the board started to in- 
vestigate the ant situation at West Point. 
They learned that several large colonies 
of the little insects were camped at the 
Point and that the new cadets knew more 
about ants probably than any other body 
of young men in the world. 

Capturing Untamed Ants. 


Finally the ant problem was solved, and 
here is the solution: When a plebe violated 
the warning drum regulation and failed 
to “fall in’’ promptly he had to be pun- 
ished. Of course, this punishment had to 
take some form the nature of which the 
Academy authorities had never heard of, 
and the industrious little ants were the 
very things needed in the emergency. A 
plebe would be rdported to one of the 
hazers as having violated the “fall in” 
regulation, and, pleading guilty, the upper 
classmen would say something like this 
to him: 

“Go out into G Company Street and 
pick up a hundred nice fat ants, put them 
in your cap, and in half an hour come 
back, count them, and if any are absent 
report accordingly. If all are present or 
accounted for put them in your locker 
until further orders.” 

The poor plebe thereupon proceeded to 
the company street and for the next half 
hour or so he was the busiest man in {lis 





section of the cadet camp. When he had 
finally corralled the necessary number of 
ants he went back and reported that he 
had the required number in his hat or his 
hand or wherever he“had been ordered to 
keep them. Then the plebe counted them, 


and if all the ants were “ present or ac- 
counted for’ he was told to place them in 
his locker for safe meoping. On the other 
hand, if an ant was absent he would prob- 
ably be ordered out to capture another 
fifty as an additional punishment; other- 
wise he might be ordered to take what is 
called ‘‘a punishment tour,”’ which in this 
case was to race about one-eighth of a 
mile back and forth until ordered to halt. 

Still another form of hazing was ordered 
at meal times, and the pe @ who could 
go re with tha one was a 
wonder. is form of torture, which 
took place In the Cadet Mess Hall, re- 
quir the plebe, when he sat down at 
table, to place the tips of his toes against 
the bottom of the table, and eat in that 
almost impossible sition until, at a 
signal from one of his tormentors, he was 
permitted to resume a natural attitide. 
At other times such athletfo “‘ stunts” as 
echinning and standing on oné foot for 
ten or fifteen minutes at a time were re- 
sorted to. 

All these things the patient plebes bore 
without a murmur of dissent, so far as 
evidence shows. But when the board got 
a clue to the nature of the hazing they 
could but answer, and on those answers 
the recommendation for the dismissal of 
the offenders was based. 


Assault Added to Haring. 


One of the first classmen, it developed 
@uring the trial, had been more cruel than 
any of the others. This cadet, it ap- 
pears, compelled the plebes to care for 
his room, and when they did the menial 
service in such a way as to meet with his 
disapproval, he struck them in the stom- 
ach. There is absolutely no chance of this 
cadet ever being reinstated, it was said 


last night. 
The ‘Rection of the Military Academy 


act under which the dismissal of the 
cadets was recommended is No. 196, and 
feads as follows: 

The Superintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy shall make such rules, to be approved 
by the Secretary of War, as will effectual- 
ly prevent hazing, and any cadet found 
gullty of participatin in or encouraging 
or countenancing such practice shall be 
summarily expelled. 

The law also stipulates that should the 
expelled cadet desire to enter the service 
of the country he shall not be eligibie for 
a commission in the army, navy, or ma- 
rine corps, until two years after the grad- 
uation of the class of which he was 4 
member at West Point. 

The report of the board recommending 
the dismissal -of the eight cadets, was 
unanimous. 


Officials Will Not Discuss Case. 


While Col. Scott, Superintendent; Lieut. 
Col. Howze, Commandant of Cadets, and 
Capt. Herron, Adjutant, at West Point, 
admitted yesterday that the report about 
the dismissal of the cadets was true, none 
of them would discuss the case. The mat- 
ter, they said, is now in the hands of the 
Secretary of War, and whatever fs given 


out will have to come from Gen. Wright, 
who has the final word in the case,

ADRIFT IN AN OPEN BOAT. 


Campers Tell of Belng Lost for Two 
Days on the Sound. 


Members of the Verona, N. J., Congre- 
gational Church camp at Stony Brook, L. 
I., who returned horne yesterday, reported 
a thrilling experience that befell a dozen 
members of their party. Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Jaeger and their daughter, Ed- 
ward Ecterbecker, and eight other camp- 
ers started out for a. boat ride to Bridge- 
port, 20 miles away. A motor boat towed 
the party out some distance, and then it 
was discovered that the supply of pro- 
visions was not large enough. The motor 
boat returned to the camp, and then hast- 
ened to rejoin the party of excursionists. 

The power boat had not gone far, how- 
ever, when the computator spring broke, 
and it was necessary to go back for an- 
other motor boat to be used as a tow. 
By this time Mr. Jaeger and his party 
had drifted far from the point where the 
motor boat had left them, and they could 
mot be found. For two days they were 
lost in the open boat. 

The Rev. Mr. Pratt of the Verona Con- 
gregational Church and others scoured the 
‘waters in power boats for the lost excur.- 
sionists, and toward the close of the sec- 
ond day Mr. and Mrs. Jaeger and theh 
party were given up for lost.

serts, in a moment of madness, he slew 
his aunt and fired shot after shot at his 
cousin, 

When he was asked later why he had 
not been content to marry his cousin and 
get possession of the money in that way 

e replied: 

‘“‘One might as well commit suicide as 
matrimony.” 

The name of the actress he told with 
great reluctance, as he declared she had 
nothing to do with the business. She was 
on the vaudeville stage, he said, and has 
been appearing at Coney Island recently. 
The girl he named denied last night that 
she even knew him. 


Rode in Train That Hit the Body. 


The crime committed,~Eberhard said, 
he made an absolutely successful escape. 
He did not put his aunt’s body on the 
railroad tracks, where she was afterward 
found badly mangled by passing trains, 


he‘ said, but had contented himself with 
finding and ane her money bay. Then 
he walked into Paterson and took, the 
11:08 o’clock train for wesang! City. 

As it drew near Hackensack it stopped. 
IEsberhard noticed it because it meant a 
delay in reaching its destination and his 
safety, but he did not take the trouble to 
look out of the window for the cause.

To 
disarm suspicion he arrayed himself in 
a pair of blue spectacles and a chaurt- 
feur's ap. There was a curious con- 
sistency in his plan of flight, if the 
murder was as unpremeditated as, he 
professes it to have been. He traveled 
constantly and for long distances, but 
he sometimes returned on his tracks, 
and never took a ticket for a long jour- 


ney. 

From Albany he went to Troy, from 
Troy back to Albany. Then he took the 
train for Binghamton, and went on to 
Rochester and Buffalo. He crossed the 
border to Toronto, but doubled immediate- 
ly back to Buffalo. Next he took the boat 
to Detroit, and found the night's journey 
intolerably long. From Detroit he made 
for Chicago, buying tickets, however, at 
Lansing and Adrian, as the train stop- 


ped. 
Heard of Crime Everywhere. 


What shook his nerve during this trip 
was that he could not escape the news of 
his crime. He sat beside passengers and 
read in their newspapers from New York, 
Detroit, Toronto, Cincinnati, and Chicago 


the latest theories of the murder. He 
saw his own photograph in a dozen dif- 
ferent sheets, and had to trust that his 
blue spectacles would save him from dis- 
covery by those who insisted on discuss- 
ing the crime with him.

Eats Heartily After Confessing. 


Eberhard was taken back to Hacken- 
sack. There he ate with great relish the 
dinner which was served him. He pre- 
served absolute composure and remarked: 

**I don’t suppose my father and mother 
will ever believe I did this. Well, I hope 
I'm in for a good rest in jail. I know I’ve 
deserved it.’’ 

After he had dictated a full confession 


of the murder to Mr, Koerster’s stenog- 
rapher he was removed to the Bergen 
County Jail and locked up on a charge of 
murder. Prosecutor Koester said yes- 
terday that it is possible that a special 
Grand Jury may be impaneled to deal 
with the case, as it will be Sept. 8 before 
the first Grand Jury of the regular order 
is called together. 

Eberhard is a sturdily built fellow, a 
little below the middle height. He has 
curly brown hair and brown eyes. His 
face is clean shaven and he looks alert 
and intelligent. There is nothing what- 
ever about him to suggest that he would 
murder a defenseless woman in cold 
blood and then give himself up to justice 
after achieving an unhampered escape 
and inventing a circumstantial story of 
his actions. 


BURGLAR SPY IN OLD AUTO. 


After He Appeared Rich Men’s Homes 
in Westchester Were Robbed.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 23.—The 
home of George L. Nichols, a lawyer of 
49 Wall Street, who lives on the Bedford 
Road, near Katonah, Westchester Coun- 
ty, was robbed last night while the fam- 
ily slept. The burglars are believed to be 
the same gang that have been traveling 
by automobile and looting country man- 
sions along the Sound in New York and 
Connecticut recently. The burglars stole 
jewelry, silver, and clothing valued at 
abour $5,000. 

Yesterday afternoon a man called at the 
Nichols residence and asked -the cpach- 
man !f they kept dogs on the place. 
When the coachman said they did not the 
stranger went to the house and asked for 
something to eat. A man answering the 
description of the beggar was afterward 
seen at Katonah in a cheap-looking auto. 
It is now believed by Sheriff Lane that 
he was a spy for the burglars, and was 
looking over the ground. 


The home of J. H. Seaman, which was 
formerly owned by Charles Park, at Har- 
rison-on-the-Sound, was also looted last 
night by burglars, who got silverware 
valued at $900. 

Several weeks ago robbers looted the 
home of Clarence Whitman, President of

NEGROES MAY USE “ MR.” 


Superior Court of Delaware Overrules 
Tribunal Which Objected. 


WILMINGTON, Del., July 23.—Judge 
Spruance of the Superior Court to-day 
overruled the decision made by Judge 
Edwin R. Cochran in the Municipal Court 
a few days ago that negroes should not be 
alluded to in his court with the prefix 
“Mr.,” “Mrs.” or “Miss” to their 
names. For persistence in doing this, aft- 
er being warned, Judge Cochran imposed 
a fine of $5 on Christopher Brooks, col- 
ored, a witness in the court. In default 
of the fine Brooks was committed to the 
Workhouse. 

In his opinion Judge Spruance held that 
Judge Cochran had no more right to make 
such a ruling applicable to Negroes in his 
court than he would have to make it ap- 
plicable to foreigners. He ordered Brooks 
discharged from custody. 


55 Prisoners In Poolroom Rald. 


Inspector Burfeind, with Capt. Schlott- 
man and detectives and reserves from 
the Madison Street Station, raided an al- 
leged gambling house in Henry Street 
last evening and captured fifty-five pris- 
oners.

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POLICEMAN’S MSTOL 
KILLED BARBARAREIG 


David Shellard, Its Owner, Con- 
fessed He Was with the Girl 
When She Was Shot. 


ARRESTED FOR’ HOMICIDE 


He Declares That the Gini Shot Herself 
After Begging Him to Leave His 
Wife and Marry Her. 


Some of the mystery surrounding the 
death of the young woman who was 
found with a bullet hole in her head early 
Wednesday morning in Irving Park, 
Brooklyn, was cleared up yesterday, but 
there are still around the case circum- 
stances that make it one of the most re- 
markable with which the police have had 
to deal in a long time. 

She was identified yesterday as Barbara 
Reig of 830 Maujer Street, Brooklyn, 80 
years old,,a working woman, who was 
about to be emancipated from hard fac- 
tory work by marriage to a well-to-do 
truckman. Policeman David Shellard of 
the Hamburg Avenue Station, who was 
assigned to do detective work on the case, 
was forced yesterday afternoon to admit 
to his Inspector that he had had a six- 
months’ old friendship with the young 
woman; that he was with her when tho 
bullet ended her life, and that it was his 
pisto] that killed her. But he says she 
killed herself. He was arrested on the 
charge of homicide. He is a married man. 

The police, particularly those connected 
with Shellard’s station, have seemed bent 
from the beginning on proving the case 
an ordinary one of suicide. Two or three 
detectives from the Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn bureaus and the newspapers have un- 
covered what is now known about the 
case, 


Mother Identifies the Body. 


Yesterday morning Mrs. Eva Relg of 
880 Maujer Street saw the picture of the 
dead woman in the papers and read a 
description of her. She went immediately 
to the Hamburg Avenue Station, accom- 
panied by her grown son, Daniel. As soon 
as she saw the umbrella and jewelry that 
had belonged to the girl she broke down 
and sobbed, saying that it was surely her 
daughter who had been killed. She then 
went to the Brooklyn Morgue and com- 
pleted the identification. 

She said that her daughter had been 
employed in the lithograph factory of 
Sackett & Wilhelm at Morgan Avenue and 
Grand Street, Brooklyn, at $8 a week. 
She said the young woman became en- 
gaged some months ago to Adolph Hack, 
a truckman of Maspeth, L. I. She ad- 
mitted that her daughter had been a 
mother about elght years ago, when the 
father of the child failed to marry her. 
The young woman had known several 
policemen, declared Mrs. Reig, but she 
had not known them very well. 

On Tuesday night, she said, Barbara 
had left home, bareheaded, as if for a 
short walk, saying she was going to seé 
a girl friend ho was also employed in 
the factory. She didn’t intend going far, 
because she borrowed a nickel to pay car- 
fare in case it rained, though a friend at 
her home at the time offered her more. 

On Wednesday morning, Daniel Relg, 
noticing that his sister was not at break- 
fast, asked where she was. She hadn't oc- 
cupied the bed, and the family concluded 
that she had remained with her friend, 
and that they had gone to work together. 

i None of the family ~had a suspicion all 
day Wednesday, said the mother, that the 
girl found dead in Irving Park was Bar- 
bara, but yesterday their suspicions were 
aroused. 

Adolph Hack was seen. He sald that he 
had been engaged to the young woman, 
and that he thought she was a good girl; 
that he liked her quiet disposition, 


} and hadn’t believed anything wrong about 
ij her. He knew about her early misstep, he 
said, but it had not weighed enough to 
prevent him wanttng to marry her. 


Easter Card from “ Dave.” 


Newspapermen who went to the Reig 
home at Maujer Street saw Daniel Reig. 
He said that his sister hadn’t kept late 
j hours, and that Barbara had seemed to 
think highly of the man to whom she 
was engaged. 

Mary Thompson, a married sister of 
the dead woman, said that it had just 
occurred to her that she had heard Bar- 
{bara speak of a policeman acquaintance 
|}named Dave. Then the whole family re- 
membered it. 
!her an Easter card on April 17. The card 
|was sought out and shown. It was a 
rinted card and had four pages. On the 
Front page was a dove and a bunch of 
forget-me-nots. 
| On the back page was the name “ Dave” 
in pencil. The envelope showed that it 
j}had been sent to the girl at her working 
iplace. It was addressed “Miss Bob 
| Reig.” The home folks had asked her 
j}about the card at the time, whereupon 
| she had said laughingly: 

‘That's from the policeman. 

Sadie Lee, a bosom friend o 
woman, came in. She knew all about the 
affair with the policeman. It was about 
| six months ago, she went on, when the 
two had met. e policeman had spoken 
to Barbara and had asked where she lived, 
|They had met frequently during the last 
six months, said Miss Lee, and had gone 
out together. The policeman was David 
Shellard, she declared. 

This information was laid before Inspec- 
tor Hussey, in whose district the death

| Kohler, the man who heard the shot 
| Wednesday morning and found the body. 
The name of Shellard suffered a great 
deal of suppression all Wednesday, so 
that it did not come out prominently.

I had 
had the key specially made some four 
months ago, 

“T lighted a lantern I found in there. | 
I pulled off my hat and blouse and hung | 
them up On one of the walls that reach | 
almost to the ceiling. I took off my pis- | 
tol and billy and laid them down by the | 
coal box, which extends the length of} 
the toolroom. I found an electric switch 
and turned on this light. 

Barbara took off her skirt and hung 
it up on a nail. She then sat down on 
the box. She had been telling me how 
much she liked me, and I had told her 
that this was foolish, since I was a mar- 
ried man. She suggested that the light | 
had better be turned off, because some} 
one might see us.

“I went into two or three places look- 
ing for a telephone, as the regular police 
box was out of order.

KILLED BY TRAMPS. 


Pollceman’s Brother Was Helping! 
Drive Them from Top of a Train. |

Roosevelt and. Secretary of State Elihu 
Root, in which the speech of acceptance 
which the former Secretary of War is to 
make at the notification ceremonies in 
Cincinnati to-morrow was discussed at 
length. 

Mr. Taft, who came to town in one of 
the Government automobiles which are 
part of the Summer capital equipment, 
received the newspaper men at his quar- 
ters in the Hotel Manhattan upon his re- 
turn to this city. He declined to discuss 
his speech or give any detailed informa- 
tion about the Sagamore Hill conference, 

It may be said on good authority, how- 
ever, that President Roosevelt was much 
pleased with the speech in which his 
former Secretary of War will sound the 
keynote of the coming campaign, and 
which he has striven hard to make his 
most notable contribution to the National 
fight which will be opened when he _ is 
notified and formally accepts the honor 
bestowed on him by his party to-morrow. 

“I spent a very pleasant afternvon 
with President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Root,”’ said Mr. Taft. ‘*‘ We diseussed the 
speech I am scheduled to make in Cin- 
cinnati on Saturday, and then we had 
dinner together, whereupon I left and 
came here in an automobile.” 


Declines to Discuss Conference. 


When pressed for details regarding his 
speech and the conference at the Presi- 
nt’s Summer home, Mr. Taft declined 
| to give them. 
| ‘It would be manifestly improper for 
|me to disclose any part of my speech in 
| advance of its delivery, and as for my 

talk with the President. it would be out 
| of the question to discuss that.” 

From the fact that Mr. Taft gave out 
an advance copy of his speech in its final 
form to the press associations within halt 

‘an hour of his arrival in this city, it 
| was inferred that the changes made as a 
| result of his talk with the President and 
| Secretary Root could not have been very 
| extensive. 
There was a report last night that a 
| great part of Mr. Taft’s speech would be 
|! devoted to the naval’ programme, and that 
| in his-utterances on this subject he would 
| hew close to the lines laid down by Presi- 
| dent Roosevelt in his speech before the 
| War College at Newport on Wednesday. 

“TI think I can answer your question as 
to whether a considerabie portion of my 
speech will deal with the navy in the 
negative,’ said Mr, Taft when questioned 
}on the subject. ‘tAs to whether I will

AIRSHIP CAUGHT BY STORM. 


Aeronaut Jones Makes Safe Landing 
in the Boomerang After Wliid Ride. 


Charles Oliver Jones, the Hammonds- 
port, N. Y., aeronaut, who had a narrow 
escape from being swept into the Sound 
last Sunday, had his first experience in a 
violent electrical storm on the Palisades 
yesterday afternoon in his airship, the 
Boomerang. President Defter of the Pali- 
sades Amusement Park begged Jones not 
to make the ascension. but the daring 
aeronaut said he needed just such an ex- 
perience, and his airship shot up 3,000 feet. 

Jones was soon lost in a cloud. He held 
his compass at arm’s length to get his 
bearings, but could not see, and when he 
held it close to him the electrictty from 
his batteries attracted the point of the 
compass to one direction. When the air- 
ship was lowered below the clouds it ran 
into a driving rainstorm, and the water 
short-circuited the machine and he could 
not keep the batteries and other mechan- 
ism sufficiently dry to maintain the 
splashes of the gasoline. 

The airship was driven before the wind 
in a northwesterly direction, and sailed 
over the eastern edge of Hackensack. 
Jones concluded to select a nice spot for 
landing, and found one near the estate of 
Charles Henderson, the seed man, at Bast 
Hackensack. There was power. enough in 
the engines to aid in a perfect landing, 
and neither Jones nor his airship was 
injured. 

In pulling the airship along the r way 
branch of a tree ripped a hole in the gas 


to escape. Then it was necessary to con- 
vey the airship back to the Palisades on 
wagons, and no flight will take place until 
Sunday.

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THE BIG NAVY. 


President RoosEvELT spoke at New- 
port with great force and directness 
in advocacy of a hard-hitting navy. It 
was not an offhand speech, but a stud- 
fed, dgliberate, reasoned declaration of 
his views. With much that he said it 
is impossible to disagree. Certainly we 
eannot afford “to be rich, aggressive, 
and unarmed.” That would, indeed, 
“invite disaster.” We should be plun- 
dered for our riches or punished ‘for 
our aggressiveness. It will be argued 
that we might forbear to be aggressive. 
In that way one danger would be es- 
caped. The allurement of rich plunder 
would remain, however. So, too, we 
cannot afford to follow permanently 
“a policy of peace with insult.” We 
suppose nobody thinks we can follow 
such a policy. It is also true that the 
Monroe Doctrine, like a blockade, must 
be effective to be respected. We must 
maintain or abandon it. 
are worldwide, and must be protected 
as other nations protect their interests. 

An examination of Mr. ROoOSEVELT’S 
speech and of our National position 
discloses no special reason why we re- 
quire a great and hard-hitting navy. 
The reason is not special, but general. 
We need a great navy because we are a 
‘great Nation, We must have powerful 
warships tn such’ numbers that an ef- 
fective fleet may at any time be sent to 
any part of the world because we have 
fnterests in many parts of the world. 
BisMARcK said that if there were not 
@o many pike in tha European carp 
pond, Germany could afford to be a 
earp. In the world’s carp pond there 
are still some pike. That is why the 
carp policy does not befit us. The 
President is right in insisting that we 
should have a stronger navy, and we 
think the Nation agrees with him. 

But we see no reason why he should 
address the people upon that subject at 
this time. He was not speaking to the 
Admirals, Captains, and Commanders 
who made up his audience, but to the 
country. He said so. While it is true 


that the money. to build the navy is! 


provided by the country, people do not 
assemble in mass meetings and order 
warships to be built. That is the busi- 
ness of Congress, and Congress is not 
in session. The President might with 
propriety have reserved his argument 
in behalf of a more liberal naval policy 
until the reassembling of Congress. It 
was probably his intention to influence 
public opinion, but that could be ac- 
complished quite as effectively by a 
message to Congress. His immediate 
audience of naval officers and experts 
is already convinced. The larger audi- 
ence in the country appears also to be 
of his mind. If it does agree with him, 
its opinions will find expression through 
representative channels in the National 
lawmaking body. Meanwhile, it would 
be just as well to avoid the gratultous 
ruffling up of foreign sensibilities by 
advocating big warships, among other 
reasons, because we may need them to 
enforce whatever policy we may de- 
clare in respect to immigration, 


MASSACHUSETTS’S PROVISION FOR 
AGE.

The direct influence of the system must 
be to encourage and reward thrift and 
reasonable prudence, and, most impor- 
tant of all, to preserve and strengthen 
manly self-reliance, the very root of 
energy and character {in a community. 


AN UNRECONSTRUCTED GOVERNOR, 

There is a new form of unreconstruc- 
tion in the South. Gov. Compr of 
Alabama declares that he will not sub- 
mit to the projected advance in freight 
rates, and will contest it in the courts. 
This is humorous, for the Governor has 
not been lucky in the courts, and the 
press of his own State is not backward 
in telling him so, and advising him to 
submit to the decisions against him. 
Thus The Montgomery Advertiser says: 


There is something uncanny in the 
Governor of the State, going over it, 
scolding, and making passionate stump 
speeches about the action of a court 
in a case not yet ended, when, so far, 
every step taken has been approved by 
the most august tribunal] in the land. 
He outrages the people's sense of fair- 
ness when by innuendo he attacks the 
Judge whose position binds him hand 
and foot. 

Truly the world does move when on 
this issue Southern editors can see that 
the Judges should be upheld. Not long 
ago several States were ready almost 
to secede again, or at the least to sub- 
mit only to Federal force in executing 
the decisions which the Governor is 
now censured for opposing. Even at 
the present time there is a movement 
among several States to avoid the 
inter-State commerce law by getting 
up some sort of inter-State understand- 
ing different from that known to the 
Constitution of the United States. But 
i'The Advertiser now counsels what 
some Congressmen doubted—that the 
Governor is not entitled to drive out 
of court any who choose to seek its 
protection: 

Every intelligent man tn Alabama 
knows that the court was not despotic 
and did not trample upon anybody's 
rights, or threaten their Mberties, and 
it is entitled to the thanks of all 
law-abiding people for doing the very 
thing about which the Governor in- 


veighs against it and tries to malign 
the Judge. 


Will Mr. BRYAN try to carry Alabama 
on the Governor’s issues, or on The 
Advertiser’s sounder proposition? Mr. 
BRYAN may run on both sides of the 
railway question in separate States, 


but in Alabama he must make a choice | 


which seems embarrassing. 


CRITICISM OF THE COURTS. 

The Standard Oil decision illustrates 
what Secretary Tarr was saying the 
other day at the dedication of the 
Germantown Court House. The courts 
are the people's courts, their justice is 
the people’s justice, and it is to the 
people’s shame and harm when the 
courts for which they are responsible 
| go wrong. Therefore, said the Secre- 
|tary, the courts are not free from criti- 
cism. The decision just handed down 
illustrates both that they are open to 
criticism of a scathing sort, and that 
the best of methods is provided for ex- 
pressing it. Not only is Judge Lanprs’s 
bad law corrected. Behind him are the 
many who applauded his decision, and 
who in a sense inspired it through their 
countenance of the feeling which it ex- 
pressed. Whoever agreed with Judge 
LANDIs stands with him under the con- 
demnation of his superiors. For it is a 
poor rule which does not work both 


ways, and which permits criticism of | 


| the courts when they are wrong, with- 
out holding to responsibility for the 
| correctness of the criticism. The courts 
may be criticised, but the criticism 
should be well considered. . 

It is not permissible, for example, to 
condemn the courts because their de- 
cisions are unpleasing. Especially it is 
bad citizenship to condemn the courts 
without specifying wherein they fail. 
For courts are not free to decide as 
| they will. Their actions must conform 
| to a standard, and if they do so the 
| Judges are good Judges even though 
age decisions are disliked. The sting 
in the reversal of Judge Lanpis is that 
he set himself above the law. It is said 
| that this will be quoted thousands of 
times by the enemies of the courts.

NOT SATISFIED. 

The Charleston News and Courter, 
probably the most completely repre- 
sentative journal of the South, is by 
no means satisfied with the attitude 
Mr. BRYAN has assumed as to the negro 
issue. ‘“‘ No one can deny,” it declares, 
“that there is a race question, and the 

/ 
people of the South would like to know 
now what Mr. BRYAN proposes to do 
with it if he shall be elected President. 
Better settle it now than wait until 
after election.” 

It rather ridicules the notion that Mr. 
BrYANn shall not talk about anything | 
not In his platform. It points out that 
he is constantly doing that in connec- 
tion with matters other than the negro 
issue, and it proposes to him four ques- 
tions, and “can conceive of no reason 
why he should refrain from answering 
them ": 

First—If elected President, Mr. 
BRYAN, will you attempt any interfer- 
ence with the conditions of negro suf- 
frage in the Southern States? 

Second—WiIIll you make any effort to 
restore the negro soldiers who were 
dismissed from the military service of 
the country because of the affair at 
Brownsville, Texas? 

Third—WIll you appoint negroes to 
official places in the Federal service? 

Fourth—In the selection and appoint- 
ment of United States Judges for the 

Supreme, Circuit, or District benches, 
would you be controlled by political or 
factional considerations or tegard 
these offices as rewards for assistance 
given to you and the party you repre- 
sent in the Presidential election? 

It will be noticed that the last ques- 

tion does not necessarily relate to the 
negro issue, though it is suggested by 
the remarks attributed to Mr. BRYAN by 
Bishop Wa.LtTerR. It is a very serious 
question, the answer to which may well 
have a good deal of influence in other 
parts of the cdfintry as well as in the 
South. It deals directly with Mr. 
BrYAN’S attitude toward the judiciary, 
as to which there are only too many 
reasons that he should define himself. 
In the campaign of 1896, apropos of 
the stern enforcement of the law by 
Mr. CLEVELAND in obedience to the 
| decisions of the Federal courts—Mr. 
‘TAFT was at that time a Federal Judge, 
and shared in these decisions—the Dem- 
ocratic candidate and his supporters 
were far from respectful to the judici- 
ary. In the present campaign a card- 
| inal point in their platform is the al- 
| legation of “abuse in judicial proc- 
esses.” If Mr. BRYAN can not, or will 
not, answer the question of The News 
and Courier frankly and specifically 
with a negative that admits of no quall- 
fication, he is not fit to be the Presi- 
dent of the United States; he is not 
fit to be the candidate of a great, or 
once great, party for that high office. 


A PRACTICAL SCHOOL.

The peasant in 
France is unwilling to subdivide his small 
farm among many heirs. The family of 
great wealth inherits by primogentiture, 
so that the ‘ younger sons of younger 
brothers,”’ if any be born, strive to win 
assured incomes in their professions, and, 
of course, find children an obstacle to 
this attainment. . 

But the basic causes that operate fn 
France are slackening the birth rate all 
over the civilized world. When mediaeval 
class distinctions were broken down, and 
when the impulses that set In motion the 
French Revolution finally enabled the 
ambitious to rise from rank to rank, the 
responsibilities of a large family were 
thrown off in the individual's struggle for 
distinction. This is an age of the indi- 
vidual, not of the family. But with tndi- 
vidual distinction has come progress. The 
modern educated man who ‘defers mar- 
riage is more efficient than two or three 
of his unlettered forebears. The world 
may gain, though the birth rate declines. 
The French people are prosperous and 
thrifty. The element of disquietude for 
them lies in the fact that their militant 
German neighbors, though a younger na- 
tion, are nearly or quite as advanced in 
the arts as they, and are more than hold- 
ing their own in the comparative quota of 
fighting members. But even in Germany 
the birth rate is falling.

the mistake, we think, of urging restrict- 
ive laws instead of providing for the dis- 
tribution of economic facts.

If the investigations of Government 
experts can show them that their inter- 
est is uniformly identical with the State's 
interest, and that the methods of protec- 
tion suggested would enhance the value 
of their property, every good purpose 
would be served.

They are taking stock of the 
resources of their States. In West Vir- 
ginia the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany has just bought 200,000 acres of 
hard woods, mostly poplar, cherry, oak, 
maple, birch, and ash, which the Direct- 
ors of the road intend shall be converted 
into ties. A few months ago we might 
have prophesied evil in this, a sale of 
first-growth forest. The stripping of 500 
square miles of the Appalachians would 
mean destructive floods—the annual rain- 
fall here is twenty-four inches—denuded 
soil, naked and unprofitable desolation. 
There are many such desolate areas in 
the South. But lumbermen are adopting 
more enlightened forestry methods. Some 
of the railroad companies are actually 
planting forests covering thousands of 
acres, The officials of the Baltimore & 
Ohio probably know that, by leaving the 
smaller trees and providing for repro- 
duction by seed trees, their source of ties 
will become perpetual. They will learn 
gratefully of new and better methods for 
bringing this about.

Off the Population. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read in your valuable paper of to-day’s 
date that the Aldermen are about to fix the 
city tax rate at 1.61, against 1.48 in 1907, for 

| Manhattan real estate only. 

Although every one feels the hard times, the 

| landlord feels it more so. When I say the 
| tandlord I do not mean property holders like 
the Astors or Goelets, but the great bulk of 
property owners who carry the mortgaged 
| houses, which may be estimated at about 90 
| per cent. of the entire real estate of the city. 
| These equity owners are actually the main- 
tainers and supporters of the City Government 
and its expenditures. The rents are now low, 
and In the poorer sections hard to collect, and 
| 40 per cent. of the rent in Manhattan Borough 
is entirely because of the vacancies. 
Everywhere one travels on Manhattan Island— 
uptown, downtown, east or west—he will ob- 
serve that every tenement, flat, or apartment 
house is decorated with the usual signs of 
ae Rooms to Let ’’ and ‘* Stores to Let.’"” Num- 
bers of houses in every section of the borough 
have more than half of their apartments 
vacant. 

It seems that the olty does not experience 
hard times. Have our tax associations ob- 
served that Manhattan real estate only was 
‘hit by the increase of taxation? Manhattan 
| Borough has contributed a goodly share toward 
| ne bufiding of subways, bridges, tunnels, &c., 
for the purpose of carrying away the popula- 
= from its centre. We see that it has ac-

complished its aim wonderfully; the Bronx, 
Queens, and Richmond Boroughs, Jersey, and 
other suburbs have drawn out the bulk of the 
Manhattan population to an extent that we 
now have about 50 per cent. of our available 
living space vacant. And yet our City Fathers 
have increased the tax rate of Manhattan real 
estate by 18 points over last year. Would a 
fair-minded man consider this just and equt- 
table? . 

Why should not our tax on property be based 
upon the rents. is done in many of the 
European capitals? Whenever a flat or apart- 
ment of a house is rented the same is reported 
to the Tax Bureau and the usual tax is 
charged upon it, and when the premises are 
vacant the usual ground tax ts paid, plus the 
specified tax upon the rented apartment only.

Since the evidence in the case pending 
before your commission was closed we have 
made a thorough test of the effect of stimu- 
lating travel between New York and Coney 
Island on 5-cent fare days. On the Frank- 
lin Avenue line, running from the Williams- 
burg Bridge to Coney Island, open cars 
were substituted for closed cars, the com- 
pany advertising in newspapers and by hand 
bills widely distributed, and a very great 
increased travel filled the increased service 
of cars, so that the experiment of a low

carrying mainly a local travel, and was 
more than meeting operating expenses.

Sub- 
scriptions for boxes, excepting in one or 
two cases, he said, were for a single per- 
formance a week throughout the season. 

Want Boxes Only One Night. 


“It is imperative,”’ he goes on, “to 
secure subscribers who take the respon- 
sibility for every one of the performances 
and to accede them the privilege of sub- 
letting to parties desirable to them and 
to other boxholders who have taken simi- 
lar responsibilities. Such subscribers can 
only be recruited from the tanks of the 
very wealthy and socially prominent, and 
such as become identified with the whole 
undertaking by reason of their culture 
and refinement and their desire to aid 
in fostering the taste for music and es- 
tablishing a permanent home for grand 
opera in their own community. 

“The prospects for the final results in 
this respect are encouraging. Neverthe- 
less totally unexpected features have de- 
veloped since the opening of the subscrip- 
tion office now over four weeks. The 
applicants for subscription for seats were 
and are still numerous for the upper part 
of the house, but for the lower floor and 
consequently higher priced seats an 
alarming apathy exists. 

“I cannot find the slightest excuse for 
it; the town is full of mercantile and pro- 
fessional representatives; your great clubs 
and societies certainly are not wholly de- 
serted, depleted as they may be to a 
certain extent during the hot weather.

A BITTER WRANGLE 


OVER OLYMPIC RACE 


Carpenter of Cornell Easily Beats 
English Crack, but Is Dis- 
qualified for Foul. 


CONTEST DECLARED VOID 


Americans Protest Vigorously and Re- 
fuse to Participate in Run-Off 
of Event on Saturday.

LONDON, July 23.—The unfortunate se- 
ries of disputes which has arisen since the 
opening of the Olympic games, not only 
between the Americans and the officials 
of the Amateur Athletic Association, but 
between the athletes of other nations and 
the same officials, culminated this after- 
noon in an occurrence which threatened 
to wreck the inter-Olympic meetings, 

The trouble was over the final heat of 
the 400-meters flat race, for which J. C. 
Carpenter, Cornell University; J. B. Tay- 
lor, Irish-American A. C.; W. C. Robbins 
of Harvard, and Lieut. Wyndham Hals- 
welle, United Kingdom, qualified. With 
the exception of Taylor the men got off 
quickly on the firing of the pistol, and 
Robbins sprinted in front, taking the pole 
from Carpenter, who was close behind, 
with Haiswelle trailing along beside him. 

It looked like anybody's race as the run- 
ners approached the last turn, the three 
leaders being bunched. Their spurt for 
the final hundred yards was just begun, 
when suddenly a number of officials 
rushed on to the track, the tape across the 
finish was torn down, and the race was 
declared void. It was difficult for a time 
to understand what had occurred, but the 
official pronouncement was that Carpenter 
had fouled Halswelie at the turn. Every- 
body close to the spot had noticed that the 
three men had swerved toward the out- 
side of the track as they came around the 
bend at a terrific pace, but there were no 
signs of a deliberate foul visible to those 
in the press stands. 

An uproar,followed such as seldom or 
never was witnessed on an athletic field. 
Officials of the Amateur Athletic Asso- 
ciation, with whom the arena has been 
filled since the opening of the games, 
ran along the edges of the track, shout- 
ing ‘‘ Foul!’’ and appeared even more ex- 
cited than the runners, who, with the ex- 
ception of Taylor, continued the race to 
the finsh, Carpenter passing the post 
first, Robbins second, and Halswelle 
third. Taylor, who was a considerable 
distance in the rear, was pulled off the 
track by one of the excited officials, who 
shouted all the while that it was no rate. 

The American contingent set up a yell 
of delight, as Carpenter had apparently 
captured the race, which had been pre- 
dicted for the Britisher, Haswelle, while 
the vast audience filling the other stands 
sat silent, not knowing the cause of the 
excitement in the arena. 

Then the announcer made the brief 
statement through a megaphone that the 
race had been declared void, but no rea- 
son was given. Still not knowing why, a 
great British cheer broke out, and con- 
tinued for several minutes, men who 
could not under any circumstances have 
seen the incident crying ‘‘ Foul!’ louder 
than those sitting opposite the spot where 
the alleged foul was said to have taken 
place, and who, seeing Halswelle taking 
a wide turn, thought it a mis:ake in judg- 
ment, as he had lots of room to pass Car- 
penter on either side. 

The uproar continued for nearly half 
an hour, and as the people poured out of 
the stands the arguments were taken up 
in the aisles and gateways by excited 
thousands, and the race is still the sub- 
ject of the bitterest wrangling every- 
where. 

Matthew P. Halpin, the manager of the 
American team, who was in the arena, 
immediately entered a protest, claiming 
the race for Carpenter, who had done the 
distance, according to unofficlal watches, 
in the remarkable time of 0:48 2-5, some 
watches making it even _less. 

A committee meeting of the Amateur 
Athletic Association, the details of which 
have not been made public, was called, 
and the judges who rendered the decision 
and Halswelle were called to state their 
case, Neither any member of the Amer- 
ican committee nor any one of the three 
American runners, however, was called on 
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to make any statement, and the commit- 
tee, after upward of two hours’ consider- 
ation, rendered the following decision: 

“ The judges decide the race void and 
order the same to be run over again on 
Saturday at noon. Carpenter is disquali-

When they heard the decisiou, the mem- 
bers of the American committee met and 
passed a resolution ordering the men 
not to run on Saturday. 

James E. Sullivan, the American Com- 
missioner to the games, and Bartow 8. 
Weeks, J. B. Maccabe, Gustavus T, Kir- 
by, Everett C. Brown, and Alonzo Stage, 
members of the American committees, sat 
in a room in their hotel this evening, the 
most disgusted lot of Americans ever 
gathered together in England, Commis- 
sioner Sullivan was the spokesmen, and 
the others upheld what he said. Here it 
is: 

Let us discuss the arrangement o fthe track. 
It was unfair, especially to Taylor, and ap- 
parently the arranging was done by & man 
who did not want all the contestants to get a 
fair start.

They practically declared it no race without 
authority. There was but one man in the 
arena who had authority to do that and he 
was the referee. The referee did not do s0, 
but a lot of excited officials ran about scream- 
ing ‘‘ Foul!"’ and ‘‘‘No race!"’ and it was 
their decision that was announced. 

Suppose Carpenter and Robbins had met 
with an accident, would it still be declared 
**No race’’ ? If the officials conducting the 
Olympic sports had any spirit of goodfellowship 
and had treated our boys and officials as we 
would have treated them if they had gone to 
America our men would have gone out and 
run the race over again, but they have not. 
The race was as fair as any race ever run. 
We never said a word when two Englishmen 
tried to line up tn front of Eisele in a race 
last week, nor when Deakin and Wilson tried 
to run down Sheppard, things which they 
glory in over here, and whitch their own papers 
laud them for doing. Again, in the 800 meters 
Crawford went in to kill Sheppard off to allow 
Just, his team mate, to win, but they couldn't 
do it, and if they had we would not have mur- 
mured, for they believe in doing those things 
over here, actions that would be condemned 
as mean tricks in America, 

The formal announcement of the Amer- 
{can committee is as follows: 

“We have decided to protest the deci- 
sion as unfair and because the officials 
declared ‘no race’ without considera- 
tion.”’ 

The American committee further an- 
nounced to-night that, although Carpen- 
ter and Robbins would not get the Olym- 
pic medals, they would receive medals 
from the American committee, and they 
would be credited with their win In Amer- 
ca. 

Committeeman Maccabe said that the 
hreaking of the tape was done under the 
influence of 30,000 people who filled the 
stands, and who were inflamed by the 
officials and newspapers. 

“It is no surprise to me,” he said, “in 
view of the statements in the roe Bee | 
papers that Halswelle had been pockete 
at Athens, and that to-day’s race would 
be watched by the people. It is fair to 
assume, therefore, that the audience was 
ready to denounce an American victory 
in the 400-meter race, and that the offi- 
cials were influenced by this fact.’’ 
Carpenter is a bright and quiet young 
American, a son of Frank G. Carpenter 
of Washington, a well-known newspaper 
writer, who does not look as though he 
could do the trick, and who, his team 
mates say, would be the last one to re- 
sort to fouling to win medals. Carpenter 
won a high reputation in athletics in 
Washington Central High School and in 
Cornell University. He thus described 
the race: 

“As we approached the last bend Rob- 
bins had the pole and was leading by a 
yard. I made my effort there, and I cer- 
tainly ran wide, as I have done every 
time I have been on the track. Halswelle 
ae lots of room to pass me on either 
side. 

“It 1s ridiculous to talk of a team ‘ bor- 
ing’ or pocketing as good a man as Hals- 
welle is in a quarter-mile race. No team 
could do it. We had nothing of the kind 
in view; we just raced him off his feet 
and he could not stand the pace.” 

Ray Ewry, the American high jumper, 
who left the high-jumping contest to 
watch the men pass the turn and who im- 
mediately afterward made note of the 
tracks left by the running shoes, said: 
“At no-time was there any lapping or 
confusion of the tracks. I thought ales 
welle lost his head. He had the option 
of going either on the inside or the out- 
side of Carpenter, but apparently he 
could not make up his mind what to do.” 

All the men agree that Trainer Mike 
Murphy called the runners together be- 
fore the start of the race and, in telling 
them what a good man they had to beat 
and how careful they had to be on ac- 
count of statements in the papers that the 
Americans would try unfair play, cau- 
tioned them to be fair above all things 
and to run their hardest. They all say 
they were doing this and nothing more. 

F, Leroy Holmes of Chicago also had 
an unpleasant experience with the spec- 
tators this afternoon. He was giving a 
splendid exhibition in the standing high 
jump when, without any cause whatever, 
the spectators commenced to ‘! boo.” 
This got so bad that the referee had to 
call out that if the disturbance did not 
stop the jumping would be postponed. 
This threat served to bring about quiet, 
after Holmes had been made very uncom- 
fortable. 

This and other signs of ill-feelin 
ward the Americans have not escaped the 
notice of Continental visitors, the French 
correspondents who have been following 
the sports particularly condemning the 
way in which the Americans have been 
treated, and after the 400 meters race and 
the Holmes incident they, with others of 
their countrymen, took up the arguments 
in behalf of the American cause. 

Americans are not alone in their pro- 
testations against unfair treatment. Fare.

Not one in a hundred 
spectators in the Stadium was able to see 
what occurred in the excitement of the 
whirlwind race, but they all blindly backed 
their men, and the public will follow

Belmont Filly Easily Takes Brighton 
Feature in Fast Time. 


Rain fell all around the Brighton Beach 
course yesterday, but not a drop fell at 
the track until the programme for the 
day was completed.

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"TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 
"What the Brokers Are Advising. 


Taking the more important of the mar- 
ket letters that were distributed to trad- 
ers yesterday, it is safe to say that the 
average of the advice given is bullish. 
There are some who affect conservatism, 
and some who are enthusiastically bullish, 
but the general tenor is optimistic, so far 
as higher prices are concerned. A few let- 
ters were avowedly bearish, but they were 
in a minority. Of course, it is understood 
that the market letter does not represent 
by any means the last word in the way of 
advice that the broker or brokerage house 
gives. It is for the most part a generaliza- 
tion of the news and gossip that have 
come to hand, with some comment on the 
market and a stereotyped prediction as 
to what the market will do. 

*,* 
Careful Trading of Bears. 


One broker remarked yesterday that at 
this level those bearishly inclined appear 
to be more committed to selling stocks on 
a scale than putting them out in a block 
at any particular figure. One trader who 
was bearish himself and who found veri- 
fication in the answers to the queries 
which he put to his banker was induced 
to try selling on a scale. He put in or- 
ders to sell a considerable block, so many 
hundred shares each point up or each 
point down, as the market tended. The 
average speculator has not the patience 
to trade in this fashion, but it is very 
often particularly effective. There are 
g0 many ways of trading in the market, 
however, that there is no special novelty 
about any particular method. When a 
trader has been active in the market for 
any length of time, he develops his own 
ideas and acts accordingly. These may 
seem ridiculous to others, but each trade: 
in a brokerage office is more or less of a 


law unto himself.

10 PRODUCE A PLAY 


Comes to Town in Style to Plan 
for It, and Appear in Sup- 
plementary Proceedings. 


DISCREET AS TO BAGGAGE 


But Otherwise the Actress Appears 
Not to be Suffering Greatly 
from Bankruptcy. 


Mrs. Leslie Carter-Payne, who sald she 
did not have a cent in the world recently 
while testifying in supplementary pro- 
ceedings, following a petition in bank- 
ruptcy, arrived at the Hotel Plaza yes- 
terday, accompanied by a maid, a chauf- 
feur, and a footman, With the actress 
they were conveyed from Mrs. Carter's 
country seat at Tarrytown in her motor 
car. 


Mrs. Carter will resume her testimony 
to-day in the supplementary proceedings. 
She came to town a day earlier in order 
that she might discuss her new play, 
which she. promises to produce at a4 
Broadway theatre under her own man- 
agement. The nature and authorship of 
the work Mrs. Carter refuses to reveal, 
but she hints that the production will be 
a lavish one, and that the money for the 
venture was earned by a grucling tour of 
one-nights stands during the Winter. Her 
allegiance to the Iegitimate art is re- 
vealed through an admission that she ae- 
clined an offer of $2,000 a week for forty 
weeks in vaudeville. 

Mrs. Carter drove up to the hotel with 
a discreet array of luggage and was as- 
signed to a suite. Then she and Louis 
F. Payne, her young husband, went into 
the Summer garden for tea, and later 
were joined by one of the younger law- 
yers representing her in the bankruptcy 
tangle. When a card was sent to Mrs. 
Carter the lawyer, who revealed his 
identity no further than to say he was 
her ‘‘ representative,” appeared. 

‘“‘Mrs. Carter,”” he said, “ is spending 
her own money. Everything she has 
earned within the last year belongs to 
her. She was a bankrupt a year ago, 
and at that time she surrendered every 
possession she had in the world. She 
even gave up her lingerie, which was 
unnecessary. She felt her position so 
sensitively that she said she wanted to 
start life anew, ‘with not more than a 
tin cup.’ Then she resolutely set to 
work to retrieve her lost fortunes, She 
made a terrible tour through the coun- 
try, endured hardships, and returned wit’ 
enough money to produce a play, which 
will be seen on Broadway during the 
Winter. 

“She has already been adjudged a 
bankrupt, and within two weeks she will 
be discharged, She is the victim of debts, 
many of which are unjust. She has a 
livery bill for $5,000 which should be one- 
tenth of that sum. All the tradesmen 
took advantage of her carelessness in 
business matters. For seventeen years 
her bills were paid at David Belasco’s of- 
fice, and she had difficulty in assuming 
the burden of these details. 

“Mrs, Carter is not an extravagant 
woman. She cares only for automobiles. 
They constitute her chief diversion. In 
regard to gowns she is very modest, and 
goes in only for simple linens.” 

Pressed for details concerning the play 
which fis to be produced under Mrs. Car- 
ter’s own direction the lawyer returned 
to the tea table. After a while he re- 
appeared and said: 

“Not a word can be said concerning 
Mrs. Carter’s trip to town. She does not 
want it. She is very nervous. She has 
had enough to try her patience. She 
wants no advertising and is entitled to 
immunity. She is quite unnerved over the 
news from Chicago. You know Leslie Car- 
ter has been adjudged insane.”’ 

Mrs. Carter dined out last night.

STRATMANN NOT A SUICIDE. 


Nephew of Late Director of Solinger 
Bank Makes a Statement. 


Ernest W. Stratmann, an attorney at 2 
Rector Street, a nephew of the late Carl 
Stratmann, Director of the Solinger Bank 
of Solinger, Germany, who died just be- 
fore that institution went into bankrupt- 
cy, said yesterday that dispatches from 
Cologne, throwing blame on his uncle for 
aiding in the wrecking of the bank, were 
utterly without foundation. It was said 
that Director Stratmann committed sul- 
cide by shooting himself just after the 
death of Herman von Renesse, another 
Director.

‘“*My unclt was seldom at the bank dur- 
ing the five years he was an invalid, and 
he knew practically nothing of what was 
going on in the bank,”’ said Mr. Strat- 
mann. “Certainly he knew nothing of 
the manipulation of the books and bal- 
ance sheets to conceal the true state of 
affairs in the institution.” 


HOLD MRS. PEARSON’S TRUNKS 


Appraisers Declare Her Forelgn Pur- 
chases Were Undervalued. 


A difference of opinion between Mrs. 
Lesley Pearson of 3 West Fifty-seventh 
Street and the United States Customs In- 
spectors led them to seize a dozen or 
more of her trunks, brought in a few days 
ago on the North German Lloyd liner 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. The trunks 
were taken to the Public Stores, and yes- 
terday the Appraisers finished estimating 
the value of their contents.

House at Hartsdale, N. Y., Given to 
Society for Improving the Poor. 


The Association for Improving the Con- 
dition of the Poor has received as a gifta 
$40,000 country clubhouse at Hartsdale, 


N. Y., for the benefit of its workers, fur- 
nishing them with a place where they can 
o for short trips to recuperate from their 
abors among the tenements. The club is 
the gift of a prominent manufacturer of 
this city who prefers not to have his 
name revealed, It will be the first insti- 
tution of the kind In the world. The 
formal opening will take place to-day, 
nearly all the officers and workers of the 
association going up for a week-end 
house party. 

Robert W. Bruere, General Agent of the 
association, said last night of the plan 
under which the club will be operated: 

‘“* Under the terms of the gift the build- 
ing is to be the property of the associa- 
tion, and its workers are to be the char- 
ter and active members of the club, and | 
are to hold the offices. The original 
members, however, are to have the privi- 
lege of inviting socia] workers of other 
organizations to become associate mem- 
bers, with all privileges except those of 
voting and holding office.’’ 

The clubhouse is a three-story building 
of Colonial type, painted white, and- is 
situated on the high ground overlooking 
the Hartsdale golf links. Near by is the 
Rest, one of the buildings of which is 
connected with the clubhouse by a long 
tiled sun parlor. This structure will be 
made part of the club as soon as the big 
new Rest building is completed, and there 
will then be accommodations for about 
thirty persons at the club.

CALLED IT MERE “ JUSTICE” 


Counsel for Murphy Contends That, 
Admitting the Charge, No Fel- 
ony Was Committed. 


A hearing in the case against Charles 
Murphy of Keefe & Murphy, plumbers, 
who was arrested on Tuesday, charged 
with trying to extort $2,000 from Leo 5.

had been any crime. Murphy had a 
claim, though not a legal one, he sald, 
The proceeding, while extra legal, was 
not felonious, he argued, as there had 
been no felonious intent and no threat. 

Mr. Bing said that at his first interview 
with cogs od the latter said that money 
was due him for losses through a fore- 
closure on a building at Ninety-fifth 
Street and Riverside Drive, in which Bing 
& Bing were indirectly interested, having 
been managers of the syndicate which put 
it up.
